CHARLOTTE, N. C., October 16. 
The employment of troops at the South is 
a subject upon which there is naturally con- 
siderable difference of opinion. Of course 
Southern Democrata dislike the idea uf hav- 
ing this arm oJ' the general government rep- 
resented in their midst—some from an honest 
conviction, no doubt, that troops are no 
longer needed, aud other* from a desire lo 
have greater latitude in playing their little 
game of •'a "white mini's government," by- 
coercing the negroes into being 
politi- 
cal slaves to their will. 
Theie are vari- 
ous reasons given why the troops should 
be withdrawn, some" maintaining 
that 


their presence ia a .continual meiince to 
civil liberty, while others go further, und 
m\y their presence is a source of irritation to 
the Sotithen.1 mind, and therefore more pro 
motive of harm thstn good. But there i.s a 
large claao of rank, raving rebels, who talk 
of their presence aa a part of the tyranny of 
the Yankee government. 
Ou the other 
hand the loyal whites and blacks n'ill muin- 
tain that if it were not for tlie presence of1 
theae troops they would not exercise the 
callings- of industry iu security, uor ap- 
proach the ballot box unarmed" for fear of 
the rebel bullet or bowie-knife. Now the 
soldiers, aa a rule, conduct themselves with 
sobriety, moderation and propriety. The 
otfteera are gentlemen who enforce the 
strictest discipline ftnd mind their own busi- 
ness. The soldiery are iu reality no more n 
menace to the peaceable, law-abiding people 
of the South than tlie marines In the Charles- 
ton Navy Yard and the gnnuers in the iorts 
of the harbor are to the citizens ot Uostou. 
They never interfere in any way with ad- 
luinbtration of justice or any of the affairs 
of civil life. The only hunt Kaklux marau- 
ders because the people of the South are 
powerless to protect themselves or actively 
sympathize with the doings of tliia gang" of 
cutthroats. It w true that occasionally they 
are employed to aid revenue officers in 
search of illicit distilleries, which swarm 
like bees around the mountains and streams 
of tho State; but then they are employed 
for the same purposes in Brooklyn, New 
York, and other places North, and only the 
whisky outlaws look upon it as tyranny. 


It is my candid opinion that

for many a long day yet to come. There are, 
owing to the state of utter lawlessness 
which underlies Southern society, abso- 
lutely indispensable. Tlie malcontents may 
grumble, and their Northern friends may 
try to make political capital out of the fact, 
but let us hope- that the President will have 
consideration enough for the loyal people 
to give them protection in this tho only 
effective way it can be done. Withdraw 
the soldiers, and a state of anarchy, more or 
less pronounced, will ensue. That is all.
